By the term Methodism, I would not be un- 
derstood to signify a system of opinions confined 
altogether to a particular sect of Christians.— 
There are no doubt in the Church, and in every 
religious society, men, who are ornaments to 
their profession, whose life and conduct are in 
exact conformity tothe doctrines they preach, 
and whose highest ambition it is, to render them- 
selves useful to their fellow creatures. When 
therefore | speak of Methodism, | use the word 
not from prepossession or from choice, but be- 
cause it has been applied by way of distinction to 
that class of people, with whom J have lately en- 
tered into connectiob. So that in considering 
the present part of my subject,{ must be sup- 
posed to refer equally to all those Christians 
wherever they are, who fold opinions similar to 
those of the Methodisis, and whose life and con- 
versation are corresponding thereunto. 

Opinions or principles of belief, are only val- 
uable so far as they influence our happiness, and 
regulate ourconduct. ‘To be a Christian by 
name or profession is a very easy thing ; but to 
be acquainted, experimentally, with the grand 
tenths of Christianity, is not always so readily 
attainable. Wecannot serve two masters; we 
cannot be the servants ofthe.world and the 
children of God at the same time ; and as long 
as we halt between two opinions, we ought not 
to be disappointed if We find happiness in nei. 
ther. - 

My friend will pardon me, if I call to his re- 
collection a sentiment he has more than once ex- 
pressed in my hearing, viz. “That there was 
nothing in this world worth living for, that hu- 
man existence was a complicated series of ca- 
lamity and distress, and that even its highest en- 
joyments never failed to leave asting bebind.” 
From whence, give me leave to inquire, do these 
gloomy ideas originate ? Are they founded in 
reality? Does the experience of others con- 
firmthem? Do they not rather arise from some 
misapprehension aod misconduct of your own, 
which have Jed you to seek for happiness where 
itis notto be found? ‘T’o go in quest of pleas- 
ures, which from the very nature of things, are 
sure to end in disappomiment and remorse? In 
short, a man without religion, is like a ship with- 
out pilot. He iscastto and fro, tost upon the 
waves of uncertainty, agitated by contending 
passions, and if he experience now and then a 
temporary calm, it only serves to render the 
succeding storm so much the more terrible. 

But religion, realand experimental religion, 
affords very different prospects. It sweetens the 
bitter cup,it pours balm into the bleeding heart ; 
it smooths the ragged paths of life ; in affliction 
it inspires hope, patience in adversity, and con- 
solation in every time of trouble. It reconciles 
usto the loss of fortane, of fame, of friends. It 
enables us to forgive our enemies, to pray for 
our persecutors, end tolove those who despite- 
fully use us, It renders.ns content with our sit- 
uation in life whatever it be ; it effectually se- 
cures tous the approbation of our own con- 
science, and in short affords us such a peace and 
serenity of mind, as the world can neither give 
nor take away. 

And this is not mere theory. Experience 

has proved it ; my own recent observation hath 

confirmed it; and if we reason upon the subject, 
we shall find it Cannot be otherwise, 

The truebeliever is prepared to encounter 
every difficulty. Opposition only serves to re- 
louble his zeal, and every trial he meets with 
in his christian race, he regards, asa. means af- 
fored him of exercising the virtues of patience, 
forbearance, and resignation to the will of God, 
aod proving his unshaken fidelity to his Lord 
and Master.

{n short, the man who has once received assur- 
ance of the forgiveness of his sins, and views his 
God asa reconciled Father in Christ Jesus, re- 
gards every event that befalls him, as the imme- 
diate appointment ofthe Divine Being, and holds 
fast that blessed prospect of immortality, which 
the gospel affords to every true believer; such 
a one,lsay, must be happy; and ‘whatsoever 
temptations he may be exposed to, whatsoever 
crosses he may meet with,be will still’be enabled, 
by Divine grace, to come off more than conqueror 
through him that hath loved him. 
The priaciples of Methodism have been gross- 
ly misunderstood. We have been charged with 
pride and uncharitableness ; and because we’ do 
not partake in the common amusements of life, 
and enter into scenes of gaiety and dissipation,we 
are supposed to be inimical to friendly and cheer- 
ful intercourse. But let me ask, im what does our 
pride consist ? Du we shew it in our persons, in 
our dress, in our conversation, in our dealings 
with «ankind 2? Are we ambitious of fame, or of 
the good opinion and applause of the world ? Do 
we boast of our own strength, of our own abili- 
ties andacquirements? Do we ‘disdain to visit 
the afflicted? Do we look with contempt upon 
those who differ from us in principles? Do we 
not rather debase and humble ourselyes in our 
own eyes, denying ourselves the merit of eve 
thing that we do acceptable in the sight of God? 
and if we glory, we glory ia the Name and Pow- 
er of the Lord Jesus Christ. "Can we be said to 
be uncharitable, when we employ a considerable 
portion ofour vacant time in offices of humanity 
and kindness to our fellow creatures, in endeav- 
oring to instruct the ignorant, andto reclaim the 
wicked? when we can sympathize freely with 
a brother or sister in distress, and rejoice sincere- 
ly in the conversion of every penitent soul? It 
is Our constant prayer, that act may come to the 
knowledge of the truth, and be saved! ; and it .is 
no breach of charity to sav, that there is but one 
road to Heaven, one name only, by which we 
canbe saved ; and that ifany one reject the plan 
of redemption laid down in the Gospel, or in the 
words. of St. John, “ entereth not by the door into 
the sheep-fold,but climbeth up some other way, 
the same is athief and arobber..

LECTURE 4. 


YOUTH GUARDED AGAINST SOME OF THE ALLUREMENTS 
AND TEMPTATIONS TO WHICH THEY ARE EXPOSED. 


«Flee also youthful lusts ; but follow after righteous- 
ness, faith, charity, peace, with them that call on 
the Lord out of a pure heart.”-——2 Tm. 2. 22. 


Having already invited your attention to the 
subject of early piety, and foling opened to you 
its nature, reasonableness and importance, and 
obviated many objections and difficulties in the 
bee of embracing and practicing it, and also 
pointed out its special advantages’as motives to 
allure you to embrace it ;—1 shall now proceed 
to guard you against some of the most common 
allurements, temptations and evils.to which you 
are exposed in your youthful days. Every state 
and circumstance of human life has. its peculiar 
temptations and eyils with which it is beset— 
The rich are in danger of falling into the snares 
of trusting in uncertain treasures, and looking 
with neglect or contempt on those who are around 
them. ‘The poor are in danger of coveting that 
which God has seen fit to deny them, and to be 
discontented with the allotments of divine pro- 
vidence. If the aged are liable, under the dis- 
appointments and ills of life, to be petulent and 
uneasy, youth are no less exposed to the indul- 
gence of wrong tempers ‘and dispcsitions pecu- 
liar to their state. It is our purpose in the use 
of the apostle’s language, to warn you against 
these, and toexhort you to pursue that line.of 
conduct which will secure your own happiness, 
the fellowship of the pious, and the approbation 
of God. Flee also youthfulJusts, but follow af- 
ter righteousness, faith, charity, peace,with them 
that call on tae Lord out of a pure heart. 
In opening the subject, we shall, 
I. Show what youth are here exhorted to flee, 
or avoid. 
Il. Consider those virtues after which they 
ave exhorted to follow. 
Ill. Point out the most suitable and proper 
way to avoid the evils to be guarded against, and 
to attain the virtues recommended.

happiness. 
the world, the lust of the flesh, the lust of the 
eye, and the pride of life, is not of the Father, 
but of the world. 
foolish lusts which pierce men through with 
many sorrows, and drown them in perdition.— 
But these are some to which youth are more 
particularly: prone by reason of their present 
state and inexperience. 
1. They*are very naturally inclined to undue 
levity and trifling. The passions being more ea- 
sily excited, and the mind less disposed to reflec- 
tion, they are apt to become vain in their imagi- 
nations, and are easily transported by mirth into 
jesting and unprofitable conversation. This has 
a direct tendency to quench the spirit of convic- 
tion and dissipate seriousness. 
you who are now hearing the word, feel a con- 
viction of the truthrand importance of what is 
here said to you, and under these impressions 
determine to attend to the all-important subject 
of religion, and seek your soul’s salvation. 
should you go out and fall into the coiapany of 
the trifling and vain, how naturally would you 
be apt to indulge in trifling conversation, and 
perhaps if any thing should be wittily said, in 
way of slighting religion and making a foolish 
sport of religious people or pious exercises, you 
would give it the smile of your approbationrath- 
er than to manifest your present conviction of 
Should you do this, you must 
expect to feel the stings.of a guilty conscience 
and the apprehension of divine displeasure. 
2. From the ardor of the passions and the 
lack of experience, youth are more exposed to 
be inflated with pride, vain-glory, flattery and 
deceitful love of pre-eminence. While we are 
guarding you against the effects. of flattery and. 
deceit, we do not wish you to be: insensible of 
the approbation of well doing. 
inordinate and unseasonable self esteem, the 
thinking more highly of yourselves than you 
ought to think on the account of some real or 
fancied property or quality which distinguishes 
your person, family, or situation in life. What 
is pov-er? What is wealth? What is beauty? 
What are honors? What are mental accomplish- 
ments, or even moral endowments, that they 
should cause us to glory in them? What hast 
thou, that thou hast not received? And if de- 
pendent on God for it, why indulge.ia selftesteem 
on the account of alent futor? How vain-glo- 
rious would you esteem that servant whoshould 
borrow®the clothes of his master, and assume the 
air of pre-eminence anddistinction,because dres- 
sed'in the attire of his superior? ‘The posses- 
sion of wealth, beauty-and accomplishments may 
expose us to the ‘breath of flattery; but they 
confer no ¢laims to excellence without modesty, 
humility, a sense of dependance and gratitude. 

3. Youth are peculiarly prone to be lead a- 
stray in the pursuit of sensual pleasures. The 
senses are quick, and. thousands of objects are 
constantly rising about them to. allure them into’ 
the indulgence of corporal pleasures. 
is not satisfied with seeing, nor the ear with 
hearing.

5. An-inordinate love of the world is a youth- 
ful lust to be avoided. Covetousness is idolatry. 
It is setting the affections on the creature mere 
than on the Creator. And although it is not pe- 
culiar to youth to indulge this passion, yet it is 
easy to discover a natural propensity to this in 
early life. It is necessary therefore to guard a- 
gainst it before the heart gets under its tyranical 
control. Love not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world, for if any man love the 
world the love of the Fatheris notin him. This. 
passion indulged in youth, will lead to dishones- 
ty, unfaithfulness, and a breach of trust.. It will 
cause discontent in the situation in which divine 
providence has placed them. It will prompt 
them to make haste to get rich. To engage in 
imprudent pursuits and unwarrantable enterpri- 
ses, to the hazard of health, reputation, virtue 
and comfort. 

6. We must not close this part of our discourse 
without cautioning youth against all immodesty. 
Flee every appearance of evil—tIndulge in no 
word, or thought, or deed, which tends to bring 
ablush on modesty. Remember the proverb, 
* Can one take fire in his bosom and not be burn- 
ed? Can one go upon hot coals and his feet not 
be burned ?”” While your bosoms are open to all 
the sublime sentiments of friendship, and alive 
to the delicacies of pure affection, let them be 
polished with chastity and guarded by sincerity 
and truth.

1. Follow after righteonsness—In the first 
sense you are to understand this term, as imply- 
ing justice, truth, and right dealing toward your 
fellow creatures. The holy scriptures contain 
the, only, and all-sufficient rule to. guide and di- 
rect you in doing right, to act with sincerity and 
integrity in all your dealings with others. All 
things whatsoever ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye evenso to them. You are to 
speak the trath in the sincerity of your hearts, 
and act in conformity thereto in all your deport- 
ment. You are to seek to become acquainted 
with the word of truth, and take that as the man 
of your counsel, that you may be directed in 
the paths of righteousness. 

But you are to follow after evangelical right- 
eousness, even the righteousness of God by faith 
in Jesus Christ. By nature we are’ all unright- 
eous, have all gone out of the way, so that when 
God looked down from Heaven, to see if there 
were any righteous, he found none, not. one.— 
He hath-provided a way through the death and 
mediatian of Christ, for the pardon of sinners, for 
their being justified and made righteous before 
God; for the recovery of his image in righteous- 
ness and true holiness,so that they may serve him 
without fear, in holiness and righteousness, all 
the days of their life. The righteousness of the 
saints includes what Christ hath wrought out ° 
for them by atoning for their sins and openinga 
way for their justification. ‘That God may be.

You are to seek to become well acquainted with | 
the principles of your faith as a professing Chris- 
tian. To investigate the e ‘by which _ 
this faith is supported. Faith comes by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God.’ Mere are the 
objects of faith held forth to the perception of 
the mind. The nature of faith is a persuasion 
and astent of the mind arising from testfmony or 
evidence, The testimony is the sacred record 
which God hath given us‘of all those truths to 
which he calls us to assent, and in which we are 
to trust. Christ and his salvation are the prinei- 
pal objects of the faith of a Christian. You are 
hecelere to follow after a knowledge of the 
truth as itis in Christ, and to exercise a constant 
faith in him as your only and ali-sufficient Saviour. 
Seek to have your faith s ponte + con- 
firmed by an increasing ac tance with, and _ 
daily experience of the truth. Follow after all” 
the fruits of faith, that fou may give an evidence 
that yours is a living of the operation of 
God, vhich works by love and gains a victory

4. Peace is the last thing named in our list of 
enumerated virtues. Follow peace with all 
men—Blessed are the peace-makers, for the 
shall be called'the children of God. Let ussee 
for peace, and the things whereby one may ed- 
ify another. Let the peace of God rule in your 
hearts. From these and many similar passages 
we are led to see that we are to seek to be at 
peace with God and our own souls—that we 
are also to strive to live in peace with all men— 
to be pdace-makers, following the things which 
make for peace, and the things whereby one 
may edify another. How amiable is that char- 
acter’ which can be described as a son of peace ? 
One in whom the peace of God reigneth, which 
passeth all understanding? Who has no malice, 
illwill, no unpleasant or disagreeable feelings to 
any one? Who is praying for, and seeking the 
good of alt men, his enemies not excepted? One 
who is ready to tender his good offices, to remove 
amisunderstandings, to heal breaches, and restore 
peace? Happy is the person. who is in such a 
state, and worthy to be followed asa pattern and 
example. 

Ill. .We are now to consider the most proper 
way to-evoid the evils against which you have 
been warned, and to point out the way of attain- 
ing the virtues recommended. 

1, Flee also yoathful lusts.—In order to flee 
these wé must avoid the occasions of temptation 
to them. In some instances this may be impos- 
sible; we are then to resist the temptation and 
fly to Christ for grace to overcome. But the 
Apostle gives us a view of the way by which we 
may best avoid the evils and attain the virtues— 
which is by uniting with those who call on God 
out of a pure heart. 

2. In order to become the companions of the 
pious, we must forsake the company of the wick-

MISSIONARY. 
FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT : 
Of the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

The experience of another year's labor in 
the missionary cause, adds another proof in fa- 
vor of the vast importance and utility of a com- 
bination of effort in the great work of evangel- 
izing the world. With increased pleasure do 
the Managers of this Society view the annual ac- 
cession of strength to the missionary body. The 
union, the Zeal, and the persevering industry, 
with which the noble enterprize of conquering 
the world to Christ, is espoused by almost ail 
parties, afford a delightful anticipation to the - 
zealous Christian of yet witnessing the complete 





j triumph of trath over error, and of righteour- 


ness over iniquity. ‘Lhe biessed results of this 
lovely combination of talent, zeal and active ex- 
ertion, appear delightful even in anticipation. 
What then must be the realization? tn the 
midst of this generous and general movement, 
which so peculiarly marks thé present era, aad 
in which 23 concentrated all that is exceiient 
‘smong men, and on which the Saviour must 
look with approbation, the Managers congratu- 
late this Society on the Success of its operations, 
and the additional . proof it has afforded of the 
practicability of evangelizing the Heathen of our 
wilderness, 

Whatever may be the opinion of some. men 
respecting the future destiny of these tribes— 
whether they are destincd to extermination or 
to be amalgamated among our own population— 
this society can present actual demonstrations 
that it is possible, through the power of the 
gospel, to reclaim them from their heathenish 
customs, aodto bring them under the influence 
of Christian principles. And however we may 
speculate on the propriety and utility of the va- 
ricas means now using for their conversion, 
the benevolent Christian, conscious of the puri- 
ty of his motives and the integrity of his con- 
dact, can retire ‘within himself, and calmly and 
confidently commit “nto the hands of God the 
cause in whichihe is engaged, “ knowing that 
his labor is not in vain in the Lord.” So far, 
however, he may ground his expecfations of fa- 
ture success on what has already been accom- 
plished. Many of these outcasts of men have 
heard “the joyful sound,” and have “turned unto 
the living God.”

Missionary Stations. 


1. New York Conference.—A missionary was 
appointed at the-last session of this Conference, 
to labor on the west end of Long-lsiand, and on 
York-Island. ‘The object of this appointment 
was to carry the light of gospel truth to tbose 
places which could not be conveniently visited 
by the ‘stated ministry, particularly in some of 
the dissolute places in New-Yorky the inbabi- 
tants of which ate destitute of the knowledge of 
God, and asdeeply sunk in meral wretchednes:, 
as the heathens themselves. ‘The missionary, 
the Rev. Samuel D»Ferguson, entered upen bis 
work with zeal, and some success has attended 
his labors. »Meetings were opened in Bancker 
Street, which, wii.: the aid ef the local preach- 
ers and exhorters, were attended by some of 
that unhappy class of the community for whose 
benfit they were especially designed ; but na 
very permanent good has as yet been effected. 
On the west end of Long-Island “the mission has 
been moresuccessful. . As the prospect of do- 
ing good here appeared to open, it was thought 
most advisable for the Missionary in the latier 
part of the year, to confine bes Jabors cheifly to 
‘this place, leaving the other places to supplied 
by the Local Preachers.and exhorters in the 
city. the Missionary reports that he has 
raised two clasees, consisting of fifty-two mem- 
bers. ‘the east end of Long-lsland has also had 
the labors of a misssonary the present vear 

2. New-England” Confercnce.—-The Rey. 
George Pickering is the Missionary of this Con- 
ference, whose duty it has been to visit ag ma- 
ny destitate places as possible, to ageist at spe- 
cial fevivals,and to make collectiotis for Mission- 
ary purposes. No particular communication 
has been received from him by the Board, re- 
specting the extent and success of his labors. 

3. Genesee Conference -Four Missionaries 
are employed in the bounds of this conference 
this year. The Rev. Messrs. Alvin Torty and 
Thomas Demarest are a, Upper Can- 
ada, the formeron the Gra iver, and the 
latter to the new settlements in that part of the 
Province. The Grand-River Mission’ has been 
eminently owned by the Most High. Two so- 
cieties of about 40 members, have been formed 
chiefly from among the Mohawk Indians, and a 
Sabbath School established for the benefit of In- 
dian youth. — prey aes 

Messrs. Franklin Metcalf and Solomon Wald- 
ron were appointed ‘at the last session of the 
Genesee Conference to Perth and the back 
settlements. They have, inthe midst of many 
difficulties, met with considerable success, hav- 
ing formed a four weeks circuit, and witnes- 
sed the conversion of some souls. 


4. Ohio Conference.—Two Missionaries, the 


Rev. Messrs. J. B. Finley and Charles Eliot, are | nob 


employed under the sanction of this Conference, 
principal 
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have been converted to God, continue to mani- 
fest their concern for. the salvation of their fel- 


low Indians, by preaching to them that gospel 
which they have found “to be the. power. of 
God to’ salvation.” There are now. two hund- 


red and sixty. members of the church in this 
place. Mr. Finley io his communication, 
says that he has just ret 
company with two of his Indian brethren and an 
interpreter,.to the Wyandotts on the +Huron 
River, and the Canara, in Upper Canada, in the 
latter places a class of fifteen was formed. 

Thus the way is opening. to Christianize 
these long nelected sons of the American for- 
ests. 

5. Kerttucky Conference—The Rev. William 
Chambers is employed asa missionary within 
the bounds of the Conference, om what is called 
the Cumberland Mission. 

6. Missouri Conference—-Two Missionaries, 
the Rev. Mesers. Jesse Walker and William Ste- 
venson, the former at Missouri, and the latter at 
Arkansas, are employed within the bounds of 
this Conference. These newly settled places, 
where the population is thin, open a wide field 
for missionary enterprize ; and as the emigrants 
are principally poor, that the gospel may be 
preached to themfreely, the preacher must de- 
tive his principal Support at first from missiona- 
ry funds. >. 

7. Tennessee. Conference.—-This Conference 
has within its bounds, two Missionary stations. 


was, appointed ,to the Upper, and the Rey. 
Richard Neely to the Lower, Cherokee Indians. 
There is now. a.society of 1€8 members in this 
nation. 

8. South Carolina Conference.—This Confer- 
ence employs eight Missionaries. The Rev. 
Messrs. Isaac Smith and Daniel G. M’Daniel 
have charge of the Asbury Mission, among the 
Creek Indians. ‘Though the missionaries are 
not yet permiited to preach the gospel to the 
adult Indians ofthis tribe, they continue to teach 
and catechise the children, several of whom 
have been truly awakened: to the concerns of 
religion, and. afford. a good reason to believe 
that they have attained to the knowledge of sal- 
vation by the remi8sion of sin. Itis hoped the 
time may soon, arrive when the impediments in 
the way of anpouncing the gospel of the king- 
dom freely to these people, will be removed, 
and that they. also shali hailthe coming of 
Christ’s ambassadors. ' 

In addition to this station there are, within the 
bounds of this Conference, the following :— 
Monroe, Yellow River, Gwinnett,’ St. Augustine, 
and Chattahoochee Missions. By a recent com- 
| munication from Mr. Glenn, the Mission at St. 
Fem gsr is very flourishing, and promises 
,; much success. A society is raised ofabout fifty 
| members, and the congregation is large and at- 
' teative. 

Though the number of Missionaries actually 
| employed as’ such, is about the same as last 


| year, yet s¢veral new places have been added, 





| while some of those which were then consid- 
| ered missionary ground, have. been so successful- 
| ly cultivated as to be how included in the regu- 
| lar field of itinerancy, being supplied in the or- 
dinary way, and the .people evince: an ability 
and a disposition to support themselyes.* This 
is an encouraging citcumstance to the friends of 
missions. While the scattered population in 
the exterior parts of our country, continues to 
extend by the continual emigration into the west- 
ern wilderness, the demand upon missionary ex- 
ertions will’ multiply; and as success’ shall 
crown such exertions, the means to’ increase 
them will augment in proportion to the icreas- 
ed demand. - Thas while the river of gospel be- 
nevolence’ continues to flow, it receives in its 
course tributary streams, which add to its depth 
and width, until, it is hoped, it will become suf- 
ficiently large to water the wholé length and 
breadth of Immanuel’s Land. ; 


Avxuntary anp Brancn Societizs. 


In addition to the Auxiliary and Branch Socie- 
ties reported the last year, the board has re- 
ceived an account of the Mississippi Conference 
Auxiliary Society, which is assisted by seven 
Branch Societies, and also of Croton Circuit 
Auxiliary Society. There have also been add- 
ed thirty four branches to the Genesee Confer- 
ence Auxiliary Society, and eight to the South- 
Carolina Conference Auxiliary Society. These, 
together with those reported last year, make 
the whole number of Auxiliary and Branch Soci- 
eties tobe 103. 

Though this increase of Auxiliary and Branch 
Socicties, is by no means in proportion to the in- 
pcreased demand.6f fabor and the extent of infla- 

ence which might he exerted in behalf of a cause 
of such vast and'vital imporiance, yet the Man- 
agers rejoice in the smallest accession of 
strength to the main body, and multiplication of 
branches to the driginal stock. _ It is hoped that 
the stimulus wil be more and more felt through 
every limb and mémber of the Church, and that 
a simultaneous action will defeat the purposes 
of the enemies ofthe cross of Christ, by giving 
a more diffusive spread to evangelical truth and 
holiness. ~- . 4 > ,

our own cotntry, and in Europe. But we can 
only just give a glance at ‘these, referring td 
their respective Reports for fall ,information of 
their progress and prospects.

4. Peace is the last thing named in our list of 
eaumerated virtues. Follow peace with all 
men—Blessed are the peace-makers, for they 
shall be called'the children of God. Let us seek 
for peace, and the things whereby one may ed- 
ify another. Let the peace of God rule in your 
hearts. From-these and many similar passages 
we are led to see that we are to seek to be at 
‘peace with God and our own souls—that we 
are also to strive to live in peace with all men— 
to be peace-makers, following the things which 
make for peace, and the things whereby one 
may edify another. How amiable is that char- 
acter’ which can be described as a son of peace ? 
One in whom the peace of God reigneth, which 

asseth all understanding? Who has no malice, 
illwill, no unpleasant or disagreeable feelings to 
any one? Who is praying for, and seeking the 
good of alt men, his enemies not excepted? One 
who is ready to tender his good offices, to remove 
misunderstandings, to heal breaches, and restore 
peace? Happy isthe person who is in such a 
state, and worthy to be followed asa pattern and 
example. 

Ill. We are now to consider the most proper 
way to-avoid the evils against which you have 
been warned, and to point out the way of attain- 
ing the virtues recommended. 

1. Flee also yoathful lusts—In order to flee 
these wé must avoid the occasions of temptation 
to them. In some instances this may be impos- 
sible; we are then to resist the temptation and 
fly to Christ for grace to overceme. But the 
Apostle gives us a view of the way by which we 
may best avoid the evils and attain the virtues— 
which is by uniting with those who call on God 
out of a pure heart. 

2. In erder to become the companions of the 
pious, we must forsake the company of the wick- 

. ed. Come ye out from among them and have 
no fellowship with the unfruitful workers of 
darkness, but rather reprove them. Be ye sep- 
arate saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing, and I will receive you, and ye shall be my 
sons and my daughters, saith the Lord Almighty, 
The first lesson you have to learn is self-denial. 
The first duty you have to perform is to take 
up your cross.—-Thus saith the Lord, if any man 
will be my disciple, let him deny himself and 
take up his cross and follow me. An Apostle 
has declared that the friendship of this world is 
eamity to God.—If therefore, you would avoid 
the evils against which you have been warned, 
and which you are exhorted to flee, you must 
forsake the company of the wicked—you must 
no longer make them the company of your 
choice—you must not walk in the counsel of 
the ungodly, nor stand in the way of sinners, nor 
set.in the seat of the scornful—you are in danger 
everymoment of being carried down the stream 
of iniquity. The propensities of your own evil 
heart sets that way—you must stem the torrent 
—you must resist temptation—you must wrestle 
for strength, and cry to God for deliverence from 
an evil heart ot unbelief which would depart 
from him the living God—you must watch over 
your thoughts and words, and actions—you must 
set the Lord always beiore you, that he may be 
on your right hand, that you may never be moy- 
ed, 

3. You must unite with the people of God-— 
with them that call on the Lord, out of a pure 
heart. »God’s people are a praying people.— 
They will pray for you. They will advise and 
counsel you. They will watch over and assist you. 
You shall be taught by their past experiences.— 
You shall be emboldened. You shall find them 
the best friends in times of the greatest need.— 
in union with those who call on God out of a 
pure heart, you shall be led to the throne of 
grace, tothe house of God, to the ordinances of 
the gospel, to the green pastures, and the still 
waters where the flock of Christ are refreshed. 
This is the surest and best way of following af- 
ter righteousness, faith, charity, peace. With 
them, you have example andinstruction. From 
them, you may expect reproof and comfort.— 
They will become the partners of your cares, 
the bearers of your burdens, assistants in your 
labors, your duties, fellow soldiers in your war- 
fares, and the joint expectants of your hopes. 

Permit me to efforce the subject—Flee also 
youthful lusts, &c. 

If you would avoid fature trouble, begin the 
work of reformation now—O flee the snare of 
the enemy, before you are entangled.—Stop 
not to parley—delay is defeat—to hesitate, is to 
quield—to stand still, is to be conquered. Your 
Saviour calls, obey his voice ——Your enémies 
pursue, O flee to the city of refuge.—Your Re- 
deemer beckons, fy to his arms. The Church 
is open, enter its doors—the pious are calling;

FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 
Of the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

The experience of snother year's labor in 
the missionary cause, adds another proof in fa- 
yor of the vast importance and utility of a com- 
bination of effort in the great work of evangel- 
izing the world. With increased pleasure do 
the Managers of this Society view the annual ac- 
cession of strength to the missionary bedy. The 
union, the zeal, and the persevering industry, 
with which the noble enterprize of conquering 
the world to Christ, is espoused by almost ail 
parties, afford a delightful anticipation to the: 
zealous Christian of yet witnessing the complete 














ness over iniquity. ‘Lhe blessed results of this 
lovely combination of talent, zeal and active ex- 
ertion, appear delightful even in anticipation. 
What then must be the realization? In the 
midst of this generous and general movement, 
which so peculiarly marks thé present era, aad 
in which 13 concentrated all that is exceiient 
among men, and on which the Saviour must 
look with approbation, the Managers congratu- 
late this Society on the Success of its operations, 
and the additional proof it has afforded of the 
practicability of evangelizing the Heathen of our 
wilderness, 

Whatever may he the opinion of some. men 
respecting the future destiny of these tribes— 
whether they are destined to extermination or 
to be amalgamated among our own population— 
this society can present actual demonstrations 
that it is possible, through the power of the 
gospel, to reclaim them from their heathenish 
customs, aodto bring them under the influence 
of Christian principles. And however we may 
speculate on the propriety and utility of the va- 
ricas means now usiig for their conversion, 
the benevolent Christian, conscious of the puri- 
ty of his motives and the jntegrity of his con- 
duct, can retire ‘within himself, and calmly and 
confidently commit 4nto the hands of God the 
cause in which'he is engaged, * knowing that 
his labor is not in vain in the Lord.” So far, 
however, he may ground his expectations of fu- 
ture success on what has already been accom. 
plished. Many of these outcasts of men have 
heard “the joyful sound,” and have “turned unto 
the living God.” Metaphysical specula- 
tions” may amuse the mind, but actta; ex- 
periment drives the truth home to the heart, 
and produces conviction when ail other means 
have failed. ‘ 

Confiding in the integrity of their own con- 
ductand those with whom they have the happi- 
ness to be associated in this glorious work ; and 
fully believing their plans and efforis have been 
sanctioned by the great Head of the Church; the

5. Keritucky Conference.—The Rey. William 

Chambers is employed as a missionary within 

the bounds of the Conference, on what is called 

the Cumberland Mission. 

6. Missouri -Conference——-Two Missionaries, 
the Rev. Messrs. Jesse Walker and William Ste- 
venson, the former at Missouri, and the latter at 
Arkansas, are employed within the bounds. of 
this Conference. These newly settled places, 
where the population is thin, open a wide field 
for missionary enterprize ; and as the emigrants 
are principally poor, that the gospel may be 
preached to them-freely, the preacher must de- 
tive his principal support at first from missiona- 
ry funds. * 

7. Tennessee. Conference.——-This Conference 
has within its bounds, two Missionary stations. 
At its last session, the Rev. Nicholas D. Scales 
was, appointed ,to the Upper, and the Rey. 
Richard Neely to the Lower, Cherokee Indians. 
There is now a.society of 1€8 members in this 
nation. 

8. South Carolina Confercnce.—This Confer- 
ence employs eight Missionaries. The Rev. 
Messrs. Isaac Smith and Daniel G. M’Daniel 
have charge of the Asbury Mission, among the 
Creek Indians. ‘Though the missionaries are 
not yet permitted to preach the gospel to the 
adult Indians ofthis tribe, they continue to teach 
and catechise the children, several of whom 
have been truly awakened: to the concerns of 
religion, and. afford. a good reason to believe 
that they have attained to the knowledge of sal- 
vation by the remission of sin. Itis hoped the 
time may soon. arrive when the impediments in 
the way of announcing the gospe! of the king- 
dom freely to these people, will be removed, 
and that they. also shali hailthe coming of 
Christ’s ambassadors. 

In addition to this station there are, within the 
-bounds of this Conference, the following :— 
Monroe, Yellow River, Gwinnett,’ St. Augustine, 
and Chattahoochee Missions. By a recent com- 
munication from Mr. Glenn, the Mission at St. 
Augustine. is very flourishing, and promises 
much success. — A society is raised ofabout fifty

premising, however, that its labors’ have not 
been confined to the Indian Tribes, but in per- 
fect accordance with the original intention of 
the Society, the Sapermtendants have seconded 
its views, in filling up, as far a% practicable, 
those intermediate places which could not he 
conveniently provided for by the regular minis- 
try, and of supplying those exterior set\!ements 
of the white population in which the gospel had 
not been preached. 


Missionary Srarions. 


1. New York Conference.—A missionary was 

appointed at the last session of this Conierence, 
to labor on the west end of Long-lsland, and on 
York-Island. ‘The object of this appointment 
was to carry the light of gospel truth to those 
places which couk! not be conveniently visited 
by the ‘stated ministry, particularly in some of 
the dissolute places in New-York, the inbabi- 
tants of which afe destitute of the knowledge of 
God, and as deeply sunk in meral wretchednes:, 
a3 the heathens themselves. ‘The missionary, 
the Kev. Samuel D..Ferguson, entered upon his 
work with zeal, and some esuccéss has attended 
his labors. . Meetings were opened in Bancker 
Street, which, wii.: the aid ef the local preach- 
ers and exhorters, were attended by some of 
that unhappy class of the community for whose 
benfit they were especially designed ; but na 
very permanent good has as yet been effected. 
On the west end of Long-Island “the mission has 
been more.successful. . As the prospect of do- 
ing good here appeared to open, it was thought 
most advisable for the Missionary in the latter 
part of the year, to confine h+s Jabors cheifly to 
‘this place, leaving the other places to supplied 
by the Local Preachers and exhorters in the 
city. the Missionary reports that he has 
raised two classes, consisting of fifty-two mem- 
bers. ‘I'he east end of Long-lsland has also had 
the labors of a misssonary the present vear 
2. New-England Confercnce.—-The Rey. 
George Pickering is the Missionary of this Con- 
ference, whose duty it has been to visit ag ma- 
ny destitute places as possible, to aseist at spe- 
cial tevivals,and to make collectiotis for Mission- 
ary purposes. No particular communication 
has been received from him by the Board, re- 
specting the extent and success of his labors. 
3. Genesee Conference+-Four Missionaries 
are employed in the bounds of this conference 
this year. The Rev. Messrs. Alvin Torty and 
Thomas Demarest are appoi to Upper Can- 
ada, the formeron the Gra yer, and the 
latter to the new settlements io that part of the 
Province. The Grand-River Mission has been 
eminently owned by the Most High. Two so- 
cieties of about 40 members, have been formed 
chiefly from among the Mohawk Indians, and a 
Sabbath School established for the benefit of In- 
dian youth. mg SS ae | 

Messrs. Franklin Metcalf and Solomon Wald- 
ron were appointed ‘at the last session of the 
Genesee Conference to Perth and the back 
settlements. They have, inthe midst of many 
difficulties, met with considerable success, hav- 
ing formed a four weeks circuit, and witnes- 
sed the conversion of some souls. - 

‘4. Ohio Conference.—Two Missionaries, the 
Rev. Messrs. J. B. Finley and Charles Eliot, are 
employed under the sanction of this Conference, 
principally among the Wyandott Indians at Up- 
per Sandusky. ‘This Mission, so“ frequently 
mentioned with pleasure, continues to prosper, 
and to multiply its converts,meeingt with the

and width, until, it is hoped, it will become suf- 
ficiently large to water the whole length and: 
breadth of Immanuel’s Land. ’ 


Avuxittany axp Braycn Societies. 

In addition to the Auxiliary and Branch Socie- 
ties reported the last year, the board has re- 
ceived an account of the Mississippi Conference 
Auxiliary Society, which is assisted by seven 
Branch Societies, and also of Croton Circuit 
Auxiliary Society. There haye also been add- 
ed thirty four branches:to the Genesee Confer- 
ence Auxiliary Society, and eight to the South- 
Carolina Conference Auyiliary Society... These, 
together with those reported last year, make 
the whole number of Auxiliary and Brancly Soci- 
eties to be 103. 

Though this increase of Auxiliary and Branch 
Societies, is by no means in proportion to the in- 
}creased demand $f labor and the extent of inflo- 
ence which might be exerted in behalf of a cause 
of such vast and vital importance, yet the Man- 
agers rejoice in the smallest accession of 
strength to the main body, and multiplication of 
branches to the original stock. | It is hoped that 
the stimulus will be more and more felt through 
eyery limb and member of the Church, and that 
a simultaneous action wilkdefeat the purposes 
of the enemies ofthe cross of Christ, by giving 
a more diffusive spread to evangelical truth and 
holiness.

. Much might be said respecting the effects and 
success of other Missionary Societies, both in 
our own country, and-in Europe. But we can 
only just give a glance at “these, referring: to 
their respective Reports forfall information of 
their progress and prospects. It is certainly no 
small gratification to, perceive so much of 
harmonious co-operation ‘among the several sects 
of Christjaus, ip endeavoring to widen and 
lengthen the bounds of the Redeemer’s kingdom. 
And more especially do the Managers view with 
pleasure the brightening prospects opening 
among the aborigines ofour own country, man 
of whom haye already abandoned their heathen- 
ish worship to embrace the self-denying ‘doc- 
trines of Christ. ., 

In addition to other Societies,in Europe,which 
are directing their enérgies to evangelize the 
inhabitants of Asia, and Africa, and of the Isl- 
me of the sea, the oe Metnovists are 
nobly persevering in their Missionary enterpris- 
es, both at hiine tied abroad. They shi "ean? 
ploy no less than one’ hundred and fiftynine 
Missionaries,.. chiefly on Foreign Missions, in 
Asia, Africa, the West-Indies, Nova-Scotia, and 
in the’ isles. ofthe South Seas; and recentl 
they have planned a Mission to the land of Pal- 
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yed from a visit, in |. 


Y | precious souls. Surely the Lord is on our side, 
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estine, two Missionaries being destined to that 
once highly favored, but now degraded, place. 
By the latest accounts from Asia and Africa, it 
appears that these important Missionary stations 
are in a prosperous state, cuntinually enlarging 
their borders, and demanding additional labor- 
ers. May the good will of him who dwelt in 
the bush, direct all their efforts, and multiply 
their seed sown an hundred fold. 

From a general review of the Missionary 
‘field, and of the means employed to cultivate it, 
we have much to encourage usto persevere. 
The success which has marked the progress of 
the Missionary operations thus far, affords the 
surest pledge of future prosperity andthe strong- 
est motive to continued exertions. ‘Though the 
number of siouvers actually brought from dark- 
ness te light has not been in proportion to the 
amount of labor bestowed, yet a hope of bright- 
er days in this respect, is tounded on the tact, 
that prejudice has becn gradually weakening, 
cbjections haye been*obviated by actual experi- 
ments, and impegiments removed by the perse- 
vering efloris of those who are employed in this 
great work. “One soweth and another reap- 
eth. Other men labored, and ye are entered in- 
to their iabors.”” ‘Those who now clear the 
ground and sow the seed, may not have the hap- 
piness to reap the harvest. While they are en- 
joying the reward of their arduous Jabors in a 
better world, others will enter wnto their labors, 
and “return rejoicing, bringing their sheaves 
with them,” that finally, “both he that soweth, 
and he that reapeth, may rejoice together.” 
While we encourage ourselves to persever- 
ance from what has aiready been done, we de- 
rive anincreased stimulus trom whatis yet to be 
achieved» By casting our eye over thé map of 
the world, we shall be convinced that much, ve- 
ry much remains to be accomplished, ere the 
[knowledge of the Lord shall cover the whole 
earth- While Paganism and Mahometanism 
overspread the greater portion of the moral 
world, a mere nominal Uhristianity, possessing 
neither spiritual life nor mofal beauty, produc- 
esa heartless indifference in a great portion of 
the remainder for the salvation of men. ‘This 
superstition and-false religion on the one hand, 
and this cold indifference on the other, are to be 
overcome by “patient continuance in well do- 
ing.” While the strong castles of the former 
are to be vigorously assaulted in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, the apathy of the latter must 
be removed, and they must be roused to action, 
and persuaded to join the ranks of those already 
engaged in this noble work. “ Who is sufhi- 
cient for these things?” “Through Christ 
strengthening me | can do allthings.” . The 
combined onset of the Christian world, aided and, 
headed by the Captain of their salvation, will 
yet make these crooked places straight, these 
rough places plain ; the mountains shall fall, and 
the valleys shall rise, and a “highway shall be 
opened tor our God” in all places of the earth, 
and “all flesh shall see the salvation of God.”

A new tribe of Indians.—There is a ration ot 
Indians called Nabijos, residing between the 
Spanish settlements of New Mexico and the Pa- 
cific ocean, whose skill in the arts show a great 
superiority over the other tribes of Indians. 

They do not live in villages, bat forma na- 
tion of comfortable and independent farmers.— 
Their houses are built of stone, some one, and 
others two stories high. They have fine flocks 
of sheep, mules and cattle, of a superior kind. 
They cultivate corn, tobacco and cotton, the last 
of which they manufacture. Their gardens are 
well stocked with vegetables, and a species of 
peach resembling the apricot. ‘Their baskets 
and: osier dishes are so compactly wrought that 
they hold water. Their bridles are made of 
tanned leather, and often embellished with sil- 
ver ornaments. The men dress in small clothes, 
sometimes of deer skins, tanned and handsomely 
colored. The women wear a loose black robe, 
ornamented round the bottom, with a red border, 
which is sometimes figured. The different modes 
in which they put up their hair, show whether 
they are single, lately married, or matrons. 

We have selected these particulars from an 
account of them published in the St. Louis paper, 
the editor of which states, “that the characters 
of those from whom he obtained his information, 
will not permit him to doubt of its truth.”—Jb.

Fruit.—There are few who do not like good 
fruit in its season, and good fruit is seldom out of 
season—yet fruit trees are seldom attended to, 
and their qualities still less minded. A farmer 
with an grehard of 80 or 100 trees, is too often 
contented if 4 or 5 of them beara palatable ap- 
ple: “ the rest,” he will say “ will do to make 
cider.” Now the same attention and care which 
breught up the 94 bad and 6 good trees, would 
have produced the whole 100 of the best quali- 
ty—and farmers begin to learn, that the quality 
of the cider depends upon the apple. Somebo- 
dy has said, that “ planting usetul trees was a- 
mong the duties which the present generation 
owes the next ;” if'so, let our agricultaralists 
discharge the duty towards their children bet- 
ter than our present predecessors have to us.— 
Do not continue to cultivate trees which can 
produce nothing but crabbed, unpalatable fruit, 
merely because we found such in our fields, lest 
our children say, “ Our fathers have eaten sour 
grapes, arid our teeth are set on edge with them.”

Potatocs.—T hey flourish well on a greensward 
and with very coarse manure, which should be: 
pot under the seed. ‘he earlier they are plant- 
ed the better, that they may be ripe before the 
heavy rains @n'the fall. It is cheaper to:plant 
them whole, than cut; the potatoe was desiga- 
ed to nourish and support the stock. ‘The last 
hoeing should be done before the potatoes are 
in bloom, lest a new set of roots should be form- 
ed. To preserve them -for summer eating, rub 
off the sprouts the first of June, and put them. 
into a dry and dark place abeve ground, lile,l# 
barn floor. Let them be dug in dry weatlitr; 
and put into the cellar. To get new kindssdf 
potatoes, plant the potatoe balls in the fall. -

heres ever inflicted on this continent, than lan- 

ish in one of your prisons—Great Spirit of the 
universe!

Surely no. i is re- 
corded of him, that the bruised reed he never 
broke.
